Please review and enter the following remarks summarizing the interview conducted on 
February 27,2008: 

REMARKS 

During the interview, the following was discussed: 

1 . Brief description of exhibits or demonstration: Samples of peroxide cured and 
uncured cis-l,4-polybutadiene and 1 ,2-polybutadiene showing that the bending strength of the 
cured claimed 1 ,2-polybutadiene is higher than the cured 1 ,4-polybutadiene. 

2. Identification of claims discussed: All pending claims. 

3. Identification of art discussed: US 6,436,567 

4. Result of Interview: Applicants pointed out the property differences between the 
cured products and argued that the art suggested the use of rubber so as to improve impact 
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strength. This would lead one to select the cis-l,4-polybutadiene, which is outside of the scope 
of the claims as presented.
